(And, the further from 1.00 
thaii the figure is, ^ the further from average was the " 
student's performance). '

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- From 'Table l.it is possible to parry out a number of 
* analyses. One of the simplest of these is to determine 
whether students, who are abo)/e average wheji carrying a 
normal load stay above average v/hen they overload. Table 
. 2, below,- shows thefirll range of possibilities and the 
number associated with each categor^

J From table 2 a number of implications are: easily 
seen. ^ - \ . , 

(i) Most students who overload are above average 
performers (this is also obvious from Table 1). 

(ii) . If a studejit performs above average in the semester 

immediately prior to'^liis overload, the chance is' 
that-he ^ill remain above average while carrying 
an overload. (There is an 82% probability of this 
happening). - . :

(ii) If a stgdent performs bellow average in the semester * 
. immediately prior to his overload', it is probable that 
he Will remain below average whi'le the Overload is 
•carried, (There is a 61^% chance of this occurring),

Out of the 19 s<tudents who are surveyed in TabTe-3, 1^ 
performed beiow average in. the semester prior to their overload 
and ifl(,ithdrawa,l . It would thus_appear that such students are 
much more likely -to withdraw then those who had been performing 
above average./. „ ; ■ - • 

,At,,this point'it i^ worth noting that there is very little 
incidence of failure among over.loaded slyjdents. Of the students 
covered in Ta'ble 1, only'^mi could be said to have failed 
outright, so an overall 'c6nclusion,^ould' be that overloading 
students do manage to cope with their increased loads. (Ther^e 
are, of course, a number of students who feel that they cannot, 
cope with the overload, and witndraw from courses). 

One of the chief concerns associated with overloads .is ^ 
the question of Whether or not certain students should ber^ Bl lowed 
to overload during a particular semester. So far,»most Faculties 
at UPNG fiave applied (in a'fairly flexible way) criteria which ' 
apply to- a student's "absolute" performance; e.g. students have

.to have a "C- average" before they are allowed to overload. * 
.From Appendix' I, it may be seen that tn'^some courses \t is 
easier to -score high' grades than it i_s in others, (This 
does not necessarily^eflect upon the marking schemes applied 
in different courses; it could equally well be associated 
with the >fact that students find t1ie subject matter more 
difficult to cope with in some courses thao in others). This" 
m^ahs .tlrat the application of an .**^bso lute, score" criterion 
►is probably not the most appropriate' course of -action, and a 
criterion geared to 'achievment in comparison with the student 
population 'as a whole might be better. - •*

In order to'test this, a' further ,cinalys^s was carried out 
for the data contained in Table 1. Two correlation coefficients, 
were ceflculated (basically a -correlation coefficient indicates- 
the extenf'to which pne ^et of data depends upon another )-.-' 

(i) The correlation. was. calculated between weighted mean, 
before overloading and weighted mean dqring overloading* 
(i.e. the relationship between the scores in the "A" 
columns was examined) 

It was found- ttaat, r = 0.284. ... 

(ii) The correl'ation for the weighted means,, in terms of the 
weighted means for all students taking the courses, was r 
calculated; ie. the relationship between the figures in 
the "B" columns was eiiMiined^

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In order to determine how good a prediction -of 'overload 
performajice thes§ figures represent, it is necessary to . • ' 

square "each of them. . When this is done it is found that - \ 

procedure (ii) is. mof^e than twice as good as a predictive, 
device than procedure (i).. (A note of caution however - 
neitlier of them is "Qarticularly gobd as an indicator of 
' overload performance).* Thus, it woul^eem that overload 
entrance- cr-i-teria based upon students ' performance in 
comparison with peer" groups ^are. more rational . •. ' . 



Some. Suggestions 

It seems that the flexible, possibly largely intuitive, 
" appr;oach to the granting of permission to .bverlqad has in 
the past been.reasonably effective,. It is possible th&t 
^some people wh^ were quite -papable of carrying overloads 
were. discouraged from doing;5SO? but those who did overload 
coped 4uite well. 'As the 5ize and complexity of the < 
University has increased (and in the in^ere^ts of . 
ratjonality) it might well be the case-that a more 
objectivl overall \procedure is now needed. Even so, it is 
suggestecPthat as flexible as possible a procedure for 
^determining whether students be allowed to overload should • 
* be retained. It is of course desirable that a broad 
policy be framed in objective terms, and on the basis of 
past experience it appears that decisions framed in terms 
of a student's performance in relation to ^other stjuclents 
taking his courses are the more rational. (Some concrete ^ 
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suggestions. rel^ating 'to the k.1nd of information on which 
decisions might be based »are, given' on P. 3) . ' 

If decisions are to be^ made on the basis of a 
student's perf9rmance relative to his fellows, then 
course averages need to be made widely avai Table; This 
information cpufd best be calculated by Departments (i-t is 
a very short and simple job) and. submitted with course 
r*esults in the normal way,. In this way, the! information 
would be readily 'available for those who wanted to irfake'. 
decisions' based upon it. ^ \
